JIMENEZ-JOSEPH did not seem motivated or optimistic. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH seemed 
discouraged. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH felt that everyone was against JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH stated that JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was unable to pray because of the 
voices. 


During one of the telephone conversations, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH told that 

JIMENEZ-JOSEPH attempted suicide in the past. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was not 
contemplating suicide at the time JIMENEZ-JOSEPH told about the past 

attempts. The attempted suicide talk happened randomly during a conversation. The 
1st attempt occurred when JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was a teenager in Kansas, and a rope 
was involved. The 2nd attempt was on an unknown date in approximately 
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2010, in Kansas. 

Regarding the incident when JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was assaulted in the Stewart Detention 
Center, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH told the assault was recorded by the Detention 

Center’s cameras. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH received a busted nose, busted lip, injured 
testicles, and JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s glasses were broken. 

After the fight, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was placed in solitary confinement. After the staff 
watched the surveillance footage, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was returned to general 
population. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was placed in solitary confinement a 2nd time after the 
jumping incident, in which JIMENEZ-JOSEPH tried to end JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s life or at 
least harm JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. 

called the Stewart Detention Center after the jumping incident to inquire about 
any medical treatment JIMENEZ-JOSEPH received. never received an answer 

from the Stewart Detention Center. The Stewart Detention Center was not giving 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH enough medical attention regarding JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s previously 
reported psychosis. 

stated essentially the following: 

JIMENEZ-JOSEPH received medical treatment prior to being incarcerated at the 
Stewart Detention Center, but was never given an official diagnosis.

JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was not 
given a diagnosis but did receive medication. After JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s release,
